SACRAMENTO 
(TP) — Gov. 
Goodwin 
J. 
Knight said today he probably will not ask 
for new taxes next year when the Legislature 
meets in March. 
He said the present business boom has al­ 
tered the state’s financial position to an extent 
that more taxes probably can be avoided for 
another year. 
His statement was in the nature of a birth­ 
day present for California taxpayers. The gov­ 
ernor was 59 today. 
Knight asked the 1955 Legislature for near­ 
ly 80 million dollars in new taxes, including 
the state’s first cigarette levy, in anticipation 
of a big deficit. 
The Legislature turned down the program, 
however. It agreed only to a 14 million dol­ 
lar step-up in hard liquor taxes. Beyond that, 
it wrote a directive into the state budget to 
use the 75-million-dollar rainy day fund for 
operating expenses if necessary. 


The governor said it’s possible, in the light 
of brighted financial conditions, that the state 
will get by this year without tapping the raifty 
day reserve and that it won’t need new taxes 
for 1956-57. The next fiscal year begins July 1. 
Knight told newsmen the unforeseen busi­ 
ness boom has raised the expected tax yield for 
1955-56 to 960 million dollars. That’s 115 mil­ 
lion more than anticipated by the Department 
of Finance. 
The governor’s statement attributed 
the 
spurt in income primarily to increased sales 
tax revenues on new automobiles, building 
construction and home appliances. 
“The same business boom affected last year’s 
revenue yields during the last six months,” he 
explained. “The result was that including sav­ 
ings in appropriations the surplus on June 30, 
1955, was 46 million dollars greater than we 
anticipated a year ago.”

Recall Petitions Circulated; 
Jones Repeats Libel Suit Vow 


Petitions asking th a t Corte M a­ 
dera Councilman Edward 
(Lou) 
Jones be removed from the tow n’s 
governing body were p u t into cir­ 
culation today, and Jones im me­ 
diately confirmed th a t he would 
file a libel action against four pro­ 
ponents of the recall move. 


C harles L. Kiewert, real estate 
m an, said th a t 10 petitions capable 
of holding 300 signatures were be­ 
ing distributed by eight or 10 per­ 
sons favorable to the recall. K ie­ 
w ert said he was confident th at 
his group would secure the nec­ 
essary num ber of signatures—81— 
w ithin about 10 days. 


Kiewert, who with Frank A. 
Gabel, Charles E. 
Shelley 
and 
Henry B. H ulett, claimed in a 
notice of intention to circulate 
th e petitions th a t Jones was guilty 
of “wilful, extravagant and waste­ 
ful spending of city funds without 
authorization,” said he planned to 


file the petitions with Town Clerk 
George Menke sometime late next 
week. 
If successful, the petition move 
would force the town to call a 
special election to settle the recall 
m atter. Should Jones be unseated, 
another special election would be 
required to select a successor. 
Jones greeted the news of the 
petition circulation with an avowal 
to fight the move with a counter­ 
action—a libel suit. 
Notified this m orning th a t the 
recall was actively under way, 
Jones said, “T h at’s good, because 
I w ant a copy of (the petition).” 
Armed w ith the petition, he said, 
he would swing his libel suit into 
action. 
“I ’m going to fight it right dbwn 
to the bitter end,” Jones said. 
“W hen I said I ’d file a libel suit, 
I m eant it. All I ’m w aiting for is 
a 
copy 
of the 
petition, 
then: 
w ham m o!” 
The councilm an declared th a t 


he welcomed the chance to face 
his opponents in a libel suit be­ 
cause: 
1. “These people will have to 
testify under oath,” and

Kiewert, however, showed little 
fear of Jones’ libel suit. He tossed 
it off with this challenge:

Apparently the last referred to 
his contention th a t Jones’ libel ac­ 
tion th rea t was intim idation. 
According to the state Consti­ 
tution, 12 per cent of persons vot­ 
ing a t the last previous m unicipal 
election are required to force the 
issue to the electorate. Menke said 
th a t a t the last m unicipal elec­ 
tion, April 15, 1954, 678 voters 
turned out.

The move gave the Communists 
power to harass or blockade the 
G erm an supply routes to this city. 
However, the transfer of control 
appeared to pertain only to G er­ 
m an traffic to Berlin and not to 
W estern Allied traffic. 


NO CHANGE IN U.S. TRAFFIC 
The Press Office announcem ent 
said the transfer of control was 
made Dec. 1. An American spokes­ 
m an said there has been no change 
since then in the status of W est­ 
ern Allied traffic. 
He said Soviet guards, and not 
East G erm an border guards, still 
were exercising control over W est­ 
ern 
Allied 
highway 
and 
rail 
traffic. 
The Communist announcem ent 
came as the U. S. Army disclosed 
th a t it had m ade a third depiand 
for the return of two American 
soldiers whose arrest in East B er­ 
lin led to Communist hints th a t 
they would try to bar the Eastern 
sector to Americans. 
The Com munist press reported 
“indignant” East Berliners were 
dem anding action to prevent “a t­ 
tacks” by Americans on East G er­ 
m ans and suggested th a t radio

The massive propaganda cam ­ 
paign centered around the arrest 
W ednesday of two American sol­ 
diers and it was growing apparent 
the Reds m ight use the incident 
to justify the breaking of the Big 
Four agreem ents on Berlin.

In 56, Says Knight 


SACRAMENTO 
(/P)-G ov. Goodwin J. 
Knight said today he probably will not ask 
for new taxes next year when the Legislature 
meets in March. 
He said the present business boom has al­ 
tered the state’s financial position to an extent 
that more taxes probably can be avoided for 
another year. 
His statement was in the nature of a birth­ 
day present for California taxpayers. The gov­ 
ernor was 59 today. 
Knight asked the 1955 Legislature for near­ 
ly 80 million dollars in new taxes, inch'ding 
the state's first cigarette levy, in anticipation 
of a big 
The Legislature turned down the program, 
however. It agreed only to a 14 million dol­ 
lar step-up in hard liquor taxes. Beyond that, 
it wrrote a directive into the .state budget to 
use the 75-million-dollar rainy day fund for 
operating expenses if necessary. 


The gf>vernor said it’s possible, in the light 
of brighted financial conditions, that the state 
will get by this year without tapping the raiñy 
day reserve and that it^ on 't need new taxes 
for 1956-57. The next fiscal year begins July 1. 
Knight told new'smen the unforeseen busi­ 
ness boom has raised the expected tax yield for 
1955-56 to 960 million dollars. That’s 115 mil­ 
lion more than anticipated by the Department 
of Finance. 
' The governor’s statement attributed the 
spurt in income primarily to increased sales 
tax revenues on new automobiles, building 
construction and home appliances. 
“The same business boom affected last year’s 
revenue yields during the last six months,*' he 
explained. “The result was that including sav­ 
ings in appropriations the surplus on June 30, 
1955, was 46 million dollars greater than we 
anticipated a year ago.”

STRAWBERRY RECREATION

The Strawberry Recreation Dis­ 
trict Board of Trustees last night 
voted to hold a bond election Feb.

Move Gives Reds 
Power To Harass 
City Supply Lines 


BERLIN (UÍJ - The East 
G e r m a n 
government 
an­ 
nounced today that Commu­ 
nist police have taken over 
from Soviet troops the "guard­ 
ing and control” of the bor­ 
ders of the Soviet Zone and 
the routes to Berlin. 
The announcement, issued by 
the East German Press Office, 
underlined the Soviet contentlcm 
that East Germany is now sov­ 
ereign and has complete control 
of isolated West Berlin’s life­ 
lines to the West. 
The move gave the Communists 
power to harass or blockade the 
German supply routes to this city. 
However, the transfer of control 
appeared to pertain only to Ger­ 
man traffic to Berlin and not to 
Western Allied traffic. 


NO CHANGE IN U.S. TRAFFIC 
The Press Office announcement 
said the transfer of control was 
made Dec. 1. An American spokes­ 
man said there has been no change 
since then in the status of West­ 
ern Allied traffic. 
He said Soviet guards, and not 
East German border guards, still 
were exercising control over West­ 
ern 
Allied 
highway 
and 
rail 
traffic. 
The Communist announcement 
came as the U. S. Army disclosed 
that it had made a third depiand 
for the retum of two American 
soldiers whose arrest til East Ber­ 
lin led to C/Ommimist hints that 
they would *ry to bar the Eastern 
sector to Americans. 
The Communist press reported 
“Indignant” East Berliners were 
demanding acticm to prevent "at­ 
tacks” by Americans on East Ger­ 
mans and suggested that radio 
equipped American patrol cars 
were being used by “spies.” 
The massive propaganda cam­ 
paign centered around the arrest 
Wednesday of two American sol­ 
diers and it was growing apparent 
the Reds might use the incident 
to Justify the breaking of the Big 
Four agreements on Berlin. 


TRADE OFFER EXPECTED 
American authorities expected 
the Soviets today to offer to trade 
the soldiers — captured at gun­ 
point'and apparently beaten — for 
a Soviet officer who asked political 
asylum in West Germany. 


BONN, Germany (jP)—West Ger­ 
many will break off diplomatic re­ 
lations with any nation that 
recognizes the Communist East 
German regime in the future, the 
Foreign Office announced today.

I simply turned the ignition key, 
gradually opened the throttle and 
when the speedometer read 40, 
raised the nose.

I leveled off at 1,000 feet, pushed 
the throttle wide open and reached 
120 miles per hour. By pressing 
either of the foot pedals I could 
bank to the right or left.

Army Draft 
For February 
Cut To 6,000 
WASHINGTON (AV-The Army 
today issued a draft call for 6,000 
men in February, the lowest quota 
since Selective Service was re­ 
sumed in September, 1950, after 
the outbreak of the war In Korea. 
’The I>efense Department reduced 
the previously announced draft of 
8,000 men for the Army in January 
to 6.000. 
The Navy, after asking for 10,000 
draftees in November and the 
same number In December, an­ 
nounced that its volunteer enlist­ 
ment and re-enlistment progress 
makes further calls on Selective 
Service unnecessary. 
Army strength at the end of 
October stood at 1,105,062, Includ­ 
ing 8,918 volunteer recruits and 
7,243 re-enllstments during that 
month. Army strength Is sched­ 
uled to level off about 1,027,000 by 
June 30. 


Lawyers Clash

Of Coyote Dam 


SACRAMENTO (U.R)—Attorneys 
tangled yesterday over the ques­ 
tion of whether the voters of So­ 
noma County will get what they 
are entitled to from the $5,598,000 
bond issue they approved to build 
Coyote Dame. 
Leo Cook, Ukiah attorney repre­ 
senting Mr. and Mrs. Walter Rob­ 
bins as Sonoma County taxpayers, 
charged that because of rising 
costs the funds presently avail­ 
able "won’t produce the dam the 
voters voted to get.” 
G e o r g e Herrington, Sonoma 
County Flood Control and Water 
Conservation District counsel, ar­ 
gued that the proposition before 
the voters was "solely shall the 
district contribute its share” of 
the cost of construction of the 
dam. 
The 3rd District Court of Ap­ 
peal took under submission the 
district’s request for a writ to 
force County Treasurer Jimmie 
Anderson to sign and deliver the 
bonds approved by the voters to 
the purchasers. 
The dam to control flood waters 
on the Russian River was author­ 
ized by Congress for construction

2 Men Freed 


In 'Fantastic' 
Banditry Case 


INDIANAPOLIS ( ^ —Describing 
the case as “almost fantastic,” 
the Indiana Supreme Court yes­ 
terday freed two men whose ef­ 
fort to help a woman in distress 
had led to 10-year sentences for 
auto banditry. 


Arnie Roark, 28, disabled World 
W ar II veteran, and Jay Holcomb, 
19, both of Lawrenceburg, Ind., 
were ordered freed immediately. 
In its decision the high court went 
beyond its customary practice of 
ordering a new trial. 


FREE ON BOND 
The two had been at liberty on 
$5,000 bond since Feb. 17, 10 days 
after they were committed to 10- 
year terms in the Indiana Re­ 
formatory by the Dearborn Cir­ 
cuit Court. 


This chain of events, as related 
in testimony before the Supreme 
Court, led to their arrest: 


While driving past the farm of 
Charles and Zolla Wiesham, the 
two were stopped by Mrs. Wies­ 
ham, who asked them for $5 bus 
money to visit her sick husband 
at Indianapolis. They could, she 
said, get the money back by tak­ 
ing two sacks of wheat from the 
Wiesham bam and selling them. 


While getting the wheat, Roark, 
Holcomb and a companion, Ed 
Coronett, were wounded by shot­ 
gun blasts fired by Joseph Dali, 
32, a tenant, who told the court he 
thought they were thieves. 


CRITICALLY WOUNDED 
Roark 
and 
Holconib, 
critically 
wounded, crawled to a neighbor’s. 
Coronett, the court decision noted, 
has not been seen subsequently and 
it is theorized by police he may 
have died in the hilly brush coun­ 
try. 


Mrs. Wiesham testified in the 
first trial she had sent the men 
into the barn. 


Judge Frederick Landis, who 
wrote 
the 
unanimous 
Supreme 
Court decision, said no testimony 
had been brought out at the trial 
to show the men had planned to 
use their car in removing stolen 
property, a requisite to an auto 
burglary conviction. 


Even if they had been guilty of 
stealing, 
Landis’ 
decision 
said, 
their conviction should have been 
for petit larceny, which might 
have brought them no more than a 
fine.

Big Drive 
For Members 


NEW YORK (JP)—The AFL-CIO 
today charter a giant organizing 
drive to enlist “millions” of new 
members in the two years before 
the next AFL-CIO convention. 


Both George Meany, former AFL 
president and new AFL-CIO chief, 
and W alter Reuther, former head 
of the CIO, now a vice president 
in 
the 
merged 
organization, 
pledged an all-out recruiting cam­ 
paign. 


Stepped-up organizing was the 
major theme of the final session 
of the AFL-CIO founding conven­ 
tion yesterday. Reuther reported 
th at former CIO unions have al­ 
ready pledged four million dollars 
as an organizing fund. Former 
AFL unions are also ^xpected to 
contribute. 


ORGANIZATION TARGETS 
The chemical, textile and paper 
industries were mentioned as ini­ 
tial targets for union organizers as 
well as office and building indus­ 
try workers. 


“I am sure for the spirit I have 
seen at this convention, th at we 
can do this job,” Meany told dele­ 
gates. “We can do it in a w ay'that 
will warm the hearts of the veter­ 
ans of our movement.” 
Reuther said that by organizing 
and obtaining higher wages for 
presently non-union workers, the 
AFL-CIO could turn them into 
“first-class citizens,” increase pur­ 
chasing power and faise living 
standards. 


GREATEST OPPORTUNITY 
“This is the greatest opportunity 
we ever had,” he said. “I t’s an op­ 
portunity to demonstrate th at la­ 
bor unity is not just a pious slo­

2 Men Freed 


In 'Fantastic' 
Banditry Case 


INDIANAPOLIS 0P>—Describing 
the case as **almost fantastic,” 
the Indiana Supreme Court yes­ 
terday freed two men whose ef­ 
fort to help a woman in distress 
had led to 10-year sentences for 
auto banditry. 


Amie Roark, 28, disabled World 
W ar n veteran, and Jay Holcomb, 
19, both of Lawrenceburg, Ind., 
were ordered freed immediately. 
In its decision the high court went 
beyond its customary practice of 
ordering a new trial. 


FREE ON BOND 
The two had been at liberty on 
$5,000 bond since Feb. 17. 10 days 
after they .were committed to 10- 
year terms in the Indiana Re­ 
formatory by the Dearborn Cir­ 
cuit Court. 


This chain of events, as related 
In testimony before the Supreme 
Court, led to their arrest: 


While driving past the farm of 
Charles and ZoUa Wiesham, the 
two were stopped by Mrs. Wies­ 
ham, who asked them for $5 bus 
money to visit her sick husband 
at Indianapolis. They could, she 
said, get the money back by tak­ 
ing two sacks of wheat from the 
Wiesham bam and selling them. 


While getting the wheat, Roark, 
Holcomb and a companion, Ed 
Coronett, were wounded by shot- 
gim blasts fired by Joseph Dali, 
32, a tenant, who told the court he 
thought they were thieves. 


CRITICALLY WOUNDED 
Roark 
and 
Holcomb, 
critically 
wounded, crawled to a neighbor’s. 
Coronett, the court decision noted, 
has not been seen subsequently and 
it is theorized by police he may 
have died in the hilly brush coun­ 
try. 


Mrs. Wiesham testified in the 
first trial she had sent the men 
into the barn. 


Judge Frederick Landis, who 
wrote 
the 
unanimous 
Supreme 
Court decision, said no testimony 
had been brought out* a t the trial 
to show the men had planned to 
use their car in removing stolen 
property, a requisite to an auto 
burglary conviction. 


E^^en if they had been guilty of 
stealing, 
Landis’ 
decision 
said, 
their conviction should have been 
for petit larceny, which might 
have brought them no more than a 
fine.

NEW YORK (A’)—The AFL-CIO 
today charter a giant organizing 
drive to enlist “millions” of new 
members in the two years before 
the next AFL-CIO convention. 


Both George Meany, former AFL 
president and new AFL-CIO chief, 
and W alter Reuther, former head 
of the CIO, now a vice president 
in 
the 
merged 
organization, 
pledged an all-out recraiting cam­ 
paign. 


Stepped-up organizing was the 
m ajor theme of the final session 
of the AFL-CIO founding conven­ 
tion yesterday. Reuther reported 
th at former CIO uniops have al­ 
ready pledged four million dollars 
as an organizing fund. Former 
AFL unions are also^xpected to 
contribute. 


ORGANIZATION TARGETS 
The chemical, textile and paper 
industries were mentioned as ini­ 
tial targets for union organizers as 
well as office and building indus­ 
try workers. 


“I am sure for the spirit I have 
seen a t this convention, th at we 
can do this job,” Meany told dele­ 
gates.

A proposal for exchange of prop­ 
erty in which the city of Mill Val­ 
ley would acquire the R&R Motors 
building across the street from 
the city hall was presented to the 
city council Wednesday night.

City Manager A1 
Almcrants, in a memorandum to 
the council, indicated a possibility 
that the police department might 
also be headquartered there, and 
said, “the proposal has consider­ 
able merit and should be reviewed 
carefully.” 
Almcrants went on to explain 
that the garbage dump site is des­ 
ignated for parks purposes, if the 
dump is removed, and this restric­ 
tion on use 
would 
have to be 
changed by vote of the people. A 
ballot proposition to change its use 
from parak to civfc and semi-pub­ 
lic use has been a probability for 
the city election next April. 
If the council decides in favor of 
Rilla’s proposed trade, the ballot 
measure will have to be changed 
to call for commercial use of the 
area, in addition to civic and semi­ 
public use. 
A decision in favor of Rilla’s 
proposition would open the way for 


transfer of the library to the R&R 
Motors building, and sale of the 
present library building. 
Rilla, in seeking to acquire part 
of the dump site, wants to add to 
his holdings on the north side of 
the present trestle at the end of 
East Blithedale, and eventually 
consolidate the two when the tres­ 
tle is removed. 
Almcrants indicated today that 
the exchange, if made, would not 
interfere with a proposal for build­ 
ing a National Guard armory on a 
portion of the garbage dump site. 
The dump area is about 17 acres in 
size, and Rilla would acquire only a 
part of it, leaving more than ade­ 
quate space for an armory. Orig­ 
inal purpose of placing a change- 
of-use proposition on the April 
ballot was to clear the way for use 
as an armory site.

Property Trode Proposed 


To Mill Valley Council 


A proposal for exchange of prop­ 
erty in which the city of Mill Val­ 
ley would acquire the R&R Motors 
building across the street from 
the city hall was presented to the 
ci'ty council Wedn.esday nig'ht. 
The proposal, made on behalf of 
LO'Uis .Rilla, asked the city to' con­ 
sider trading part of the present 
garbage dump site for the down­ 
town property. 
The coimcil indicated interest in 
the mat'ter, and authorized inves­ 
tigation of its possibilities. 
.Real estate 'dealer William. A. 
Hamilton made the presentation in 
a letter poniting out possibility of 
city use of the RdcR Motors buiM- 
irig to house the fire department 
and library. 
City Manager .Al 
Almcrants, in a memorandum to 
the co'uncil, indicated a possibility 
that the police department might 
also be headquartered there, and 
said, “the proposal has consider­ 
able merit and should be reviewed 
carefully.” 
Almcrants went on to explain 
'that the garbage dump site is des­ 
ignated for parks purposes, if the 
dump is removed, and this restric­ 
tion on use 
would 
have to be 
changed by vote of the people. A 
ballot proposition to change its use 
from parak to civlb and semi-pub­ 
lic use .has bee'n. a probability for 
the city election next April. 
If the council decides in favor of 
Rilla’s proposed trade, the ballot 
mefksure will have to be changed 
to call for commercial use of the 
area, in addition to civic and semi­ 
public use. 
A decision in favor of Rilla’s 
proposition would open the way for 


transfer of the library to the R&R 
Motors building, and sale of the 
present library building. 
Rilla, in Meking to acquire part 
of the dump site, wants to add to 
.his. holding's 0'.n. the north side of 
the present trestle at the end of 
East Blithedale, and eventually 
consolidate the two when the tres­ 
tle is removed. 
Almcrants indicated today that 
the exchange, if made, would not 
interfere 'With a proposal for build­ 
ing a National Guard armory on a 
por'tton. 'Of the garba,ge dump si'te. 
The dump area is about 17 acres in 
size, and Rilla would acquire only a 
part of it, leaving more than ade­ 
quate space for an armory. Orig­ 
inal P''urpose of placing a change- 
of-use proposition on the April 
ballot was to clear the way .for use 
as an armory site.

New Traffic 
Signs Appearing 


In California 


A new triangular “yield right of 
way” traffic sign is making its ap­ 
pearance at some intersections in 
California cities. The use of such 
signs in this state was authorized 
on Sept. 7, says the California 
State Automobile Assn. 
The “yield” sign is designed to 
expedife the safe movement of 
traffic through certain intersec­ 
tions where the volume of traffic 
does not warrant a stop sign. Some 
cities have already installed them 
and many others are expected to 
follow suit shortrly. 
A motorist approaching an in­ 
tersection where there is a yield 
sign is required to (1) reduce his 
speed to 15 miles per hour, and, 
(2) when necessary, stop to yield 
the right of way to any vehicle ap­ 
proaching 
on 
the 
intersecting 
street that are so close as to con­ 
stitute an immediate hazard. 
The use of the new yield sign 
in individual cities will be deter­ 
mined by the police departments, 
city traffic engineers and other 
local officials after they have con­ 
ducted studies relative to the need 
for such a sign, and a local or­ 
dinance or resolution adopted.

shown in college football and more 
talk about it since the National 
Collegiate A.A. has been bringing 
the game into living rooms and 
bar rooms via television. Has that 
helped the 
game as 
a 
whole? 
Dunno. 
The nation’s sports writers and 
broadcasters, uncertain about the 
effects of TV on football in past 
seasons, cast a nearly unanimous 
vote in favor of it as an advertis­ 
ing agent in The Associated Press 
post-season football survey. But 
they were pretty evenly divided as 
to whether televising football hurt 
the gates at non-televised games. 
Only a few raised the question 
of whether the NCAA restrictions 
on television were satisfactory—a 
subject that has brought a sharp 
division of opinion in past seasons 
Apparently they feel that the re 
strictions, like TV, are here to 
stay. 
In reply to the question, “ Has 
the televising of games increased 
or decreased interest of the public 
in football?” 126 out of 149 news­ 
men and radio-TV experts gave 
the opinion that there had been 
an increase. More women and peo­ 
ple who normally don’t go to see 
games, they pointed out, are get­ 
ting a taste of football and lik­ 
ing it. 
Only two said that interest in 
general had decreased and 13 said 
there was little or no effect from 
TV. Eight gave no opinion. 
Many said television whetted the 
fans’ appetites only for more tele 
vised games. On part 2 of the 
question, concerning the effect on 
attendance at non-TV games, 49 
said there was little or none, 38 
said attendance definitely was hurt 
and 12 gave the opinion that the 
increase in interest was reflected 
in greater attendance. 
The extent of the damage, if 
any, to the colleges’ income could 
not be determined, especially in 
view of surveys showing an in­ 
crease in over-all college football 
attendance.

Christmas is a little different 
in every family. 
But Christmas 
is good when a whole fam ily gains 
a feeling of warmth and sharing 
and when this spirit can even 
spread over into the community 
and outside world. 
Let me tell you some of the 
Christmas traditions in cur family. 
W e live in a small enough city 
so we can go out into the country 
and cut our own tree. No one in 
our fam ily ever thinks of buying 
a tree, the cutting is so much a 
fam ily affair. 
W e get the tree 
about a week before Christmas, 
usually on a Sunday. 
When the children were little, 
they were all bundled up in snow- 
suits, and tramped the fields of 
a friend’s farm, spying out trees. 
The smaller the child, the bigger 
trees he selected. Finally a choice 
was made, Dad cut it down, added 
some 
extra 
evergreen 
branches 
for decorations. Mothe^ and chil­ 
dren ? cut holly. Then all of us 
and many other families gathered 
around a big camp fire, had hot 
cocoa or coffee (depending on our 
ages), hot dogs and other ingre­ 
dients of a winter picnic. 
When we got the tree home that 
afternoon Dad and the boys set it 
up in a corner of the living room. 
The boxes of ornaments, saved 
from years back, were brought 
down from the attic and the chil­ 
dren started the decoration of the 
tree, with many remarks and mem­ 
ories as old fam iliar figures were 
dug frorm the box. 
During the week many more 
decorations were added to the tree 
as the Christmas Spirit rose and 
the children made and bought spe­ 
cial favorites. 
G aily wrapped gifts slowly ap­ 
peared under the tree. Each morn­ 
ing the children would dash to the 
tree and read the inscriptions, 
shake 
and 
rattle 
the 
weirdly 
shaped packages, with much spec­ 
ulation as to contents. The more 
enigmatic the label the better. 
Christmas Eve has always been a 
time at our house for a very spe­ 
cial party. The children asked any 
and all of their friends, then we 
asked their parents. No grown-ups 
without children was the rule. 
W hat we’ve done at those par­ 
ties has grown up as the children 
have grown up. But one thing 
runs as a chord through them all— 
the singing of Christmas carols. We 
sing all the carols we know, and 
we’ve found lots of the lesser 
known ones. W e’ve even made up 
special Christmas songs of our 
own. Very often the singing gets 


beyond all the Christmas songs and 
we get into all sorts of others. One 
year we had a French fam ily—and 
a musical one—who added much 
spice to our repertoire. 
In the early years these Christ­ 
mas Eve parties ended early be­ 
cause parents had to take young 
children home to bed. 
In the later years tables are 
turned and the grownups finally 
give up and go home while the 
adolescents still dance and sing 
until the Wee small hours. 
Next morning, Christmas Day, 
the presents uncjer the tree are 
opened—and every year this gets 
to be a later and later hour! 
Last year a note from Jim , 
now in college, said he just couldn’t 
get home to help Dad cut the tree 
but he was bringing two boys for 
Christmas Eve and the rest of 
the holidays. 
We have no young children any 
more but the traditions are still 
important to all of us.’

Impact Of New Supreme Court 
Ruling Explained By Attorneys 


That the fourth amendment to 
the United States Constitution is 
responsible for the recent ruling 
of the California State Supreme 
Court was brought out in addresses 
made by two M arin attorneys at 
Monday’s meeting of M arin Unit 
of Pro America held at the Sau­ 
salito Woman’s Club. 
The speakers were W illiam O. 
Weissich, M arin County district 
attorney, and Jerome A. Duffy, 
junior past president of the M arin 
County Bar Association. The su­ 
preme court ruled that evidence 
obtained without a search war­ 
rant cannot be used in court to 
convict a person of a crime. The 
Fourth 
Amendment 
says: 
The 
right of the people to be secure in 
their persons, houses, papers and 
effects, 
a g a i n s t 
unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not 
be violated and no warrants shall 
issue but upon reasonable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, 
and 
particularly 
describing 
the 
place to be searched and the per­ 
son or things to be seized. 
Weissich pointed out that to get 
a search warrant one must give an 
affidavit 
specifically 
describing 
the property to be searched and 
the cause to believe there are 
ground^ for the search warrant to 
issue. Mere suspicion is not enough,

Mineral Society 
Holds Field Trip 
On Marin Geology 


The December meeting and field 
trip of the M arin M ineral Society 
were devoted entirely to the ge­ 
ology and mineralogy of Marin. 
Stephen C. Bruff, professor of 
geology at College of M arin lec­ 
tured the group and led it on a 
field trip last Sunday. 
Starting 
from the tip of Mt. Tamalpais, 
where they studied the mountain’s 
quartzite and serpentine deposits, 
Professor Bru ff then led the caval­ 
cade of some twenty automobiles 
along the route of the San Andreas 
fault which runs through Bear 
Valley from Olema! to Bolinas. The 
trip was terminated at Tomales 
Bay where the group dug in the 
Pleistocene deposits for fossil pine 
cones. 


he explained. There are four in­ 
stances when a search warrant 
may be obtained : for stolen or em­ 
bezzled property; property used to 
commit a felony; property possess­ 
ed with intent to commit a pub­ 
lic 
offense, 
and 
trade 
marked 
property possessed with intent to 
defraud the owner and without the 
owner’s consent. 
Duffy said the law is for both 
the guilty and the innocent and 
that the Constitution is a govern­ 
ment of laws not men. He cited 
cases where the extreme measures 
used by the police in obtaining 
evidence have been successfully 
appealed and convictions set aside. 
He deplored the conditions before 
the recent ruling went into effect 
when police were free to break 
into homes, search them without 
a warrant and install listening 
devices. 
• There are 18 states where this 
ruling is in effect, Weissich said. 
In California since April, he point­ 
ed out that there have been 20 
to 30 per cent less narcotics arrests 
and a two-thirds decrease in nar­ 
cotics convictions. 
The ruling hampers the effec­ 
tive apprehension of all criminals 
including murderers, Weissich told 
his audience and cited several in ­ 
stances; the case of Judith Cop­ 
lan, now free, because evidence of 
espionage found in her handbag,t 
was seized without a search war­ 
rant. 
“ It is not punishing the police 
officer to turn these criminals 
loose,” Weissich said, “ it is pun­ 
ishing society.” He stated that an 
unscruplous policeman could, by 
breaking into a gambling place 
without a search warrant or in­ 
stalling a listening device, make it 
impossible to convict the guilty 
persons.

Christinas is a little different 
in every family. But Christmas 
is good when a whole family gains 
a feeling of warmth and sharing 
and when this spirit can even 
spread over into the community 
and outside world. 
Let me tell you some of the 
Christmas traditions in cur family. 
We live in a small enough city 
so we can go out into the country 
and cut our own tree. No one in 
our family ever thinks of buying 
a tree, the cutting is so much a 
family affair. We get the tree 
about a week before Chr:istm:as, 
usually on a Sunday. 
WTien the children were little, 
they were all bundled up in snow- 
suits, and tramped the fields of 
a friend’s farm, spying out trees.

Finally a choice 
was made, Dad cut it down, added 
some extra evergreen branches 
for decomt-ions. Moth'^ and chil­ 
dren^ cut holly. Then all of us 
and many other families gathered 
around a big camp fire, had hot 
cocoa or coffee (depending on our 
ages), hot dogs and other ingre­ 
dients of a winter picnic. 
When we got the tree home that 
afternoon Dad and the boys set it 
up in a comer of the living room 
The boxes of ornaments, saved 
from years back, were brought 
down from the sttic and the chil­ 
dren started the decoration of the 
tree, with many remarks and mem­ 
ories as old familiar figures were 
dug frorm the box. 
During the week many more 
decoratiOTO were added, to the tree 
as the Christmas Spirit rose and 
the children made and bought spe­ 
cial favorites. 
Gaily wrapped gifts slowly ap­ 
peared under the tree. Each morn­ 
ing the children would dash to the 
tree and read the inscriptions, 
shake and rattle the weirdly 
shaped packages, with much spec­ 
ulation as to contents. The more 
enigmatic the label the better. 
Christmas Eve has always been a 
time at our house for a very spe­ 
cial party. The children asked any 
and all of their friends, then we 
asked their parents. No grown-ups 
without children was the rule. 
What we’ve done at those par­ 
ties has grown up as the children 
have groTO up. But one thing 
runs as a chord Ij^rough them all— 
the singing of Christmas carols. We 
sing all the carols we know, and 
we’ve found lots of the lesser 
known ones. We’ve even made up 
special Christmas songs of our 
own. Very often the singing gets 


beyond all the Christmas songs and 
we get into all sorts of others. One 
year we had a French family—and 
a musical one—who added much 
spice to our repertoire. 
In the early years these Christ­ 
mas Eve parties ended early be­ 
cause parents had to take young 
children home to bed. 
In the later years tables are 
turned and the grownups finally 
give up and go home while the 
adolescents stiE dance and sing 
until the wee small hours. 
Next morning, Christmas Day, 
the presents, un<|er the tree are 
opened—and every year this gets 
to be a later and later hour! 
.Last, year a note' fiom, Jim,, 
now in college, said he just couldn’t 
get home to help Dad cut the tree 
but he was bringing two boys for 
Christmas Eve and the rest of 
the holidays.

We have no yoimg children any 
more but the traditions are still 
important to all of us.'

AT PRO AMERICA MEET 
Impact Of New Supreme Court 
Ruling Explained By Attorneys 


'That the four'th amend,m,ent 'to' 
the United States Constitution is 
responsible for the recent ruling 
of the Califorma Stated Supreme 
Court was brought out in addresses 
made by two Marin attorneys at 
Monday’s meeting of Marin Unit 
of Pro America held at the Sau­ 
salito Woman’s Club. 
The speakers were William O. 
Weissich, Marin County district 
atto,rney, ,E,nd Jerome A. ,Duffy, 
junior past president of the Marin 
County Bar Association. The su­ 
preme court ruled that evidence 
obtained without a search war­ 
rant ca:nn,ot be used In, court, to 
convict a person of a crime. The 
Fourth Amendment says: The 
right of the people to be secure in 
their persons, houses, papers and 
effleets, against 'unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not 
be violated and no warrants shall 
iss.ue but upon ,reaso,n,able cause, 
supported by oath or afflAnation, 
and particular'ly desc,ribm,g the 
place to be searched and the per­ 
son or things to be seized. 
Weissich :pO'in,ted, out that to gc't 
a search warrant one must give an 
affidavit specifically describing 
the property to be searched and 
the cause to believe there are 
groundfc ,ior the sea,rch warrant to 
issue. Mere suspicion is not enough. 


Mineral Society 
Holds Field Trip 
On Marin Geology 
The December meeting and field 
trip of the Marin Mineral Society 
were devoted entirely to the ge­ 
ology and mineralogy of Marin. 
Step'hen C. Bruff, professor of 
geology at College of Marin lec­ 
tured the group and led it on a 
field trip last .Sun-day. Starting 
from the tip of Mt. Tamalpais, 
w'here 'they studied the mo'un'tain’s 
quartzite and serpentine deposits, 
Professor Bruff then led the caval­ 
cade of some twenty ,autom,ob,iles 
along the route of the San Andreas 
fault which runs through Bear 
Valley from Olemaf to Bolinas. The 
trip was terminated at Tómales 
Bay W'here 'the :group dug in the 
Pleistocene deposits for fossil pine 
cones. 


he explained. Th,e,re are four in,- 
stances when a search warrant 
may be obtained: for stolen or em­ 
bezzled property: property used to 
commit a felony; property possess­ 
ed, with ta'te-nt to commit a pub­ 
lic offense, and trade marked 
property possessed with intent to 
defraud, the own-ex and, 'without the 
owner’s consent. 
Duffy said the law is for both 
the guilty and the innocent and 
that the Constitution is a govern­ 
ment of laws not men. He cited 
cases where the extreme measures 
used by the police in obtaining 
evidence ,have been successfully 
appealed and convictions set aside. 
He deplored the conditions before 
the recent ruling went into effect 
when police were free to break 
into homes, search them without 
a warrant and Install listening 
devices. 
'• 'There a're 18 states w'here this 
ruling is in effect, Weissich said. 
In Califorma since April, he point­ 
ed out that there ,have been 20 
to 30 per cent less narcotics arrests 
and a tw'o-'thirds, decrease in 'nir- 
cotics convictions. 
The ruling hampers the effec­ 
tive apprehe:nsion of ,all criminals 
including murderers, Weissich told 
his audience and cited several in­ 
stances; the case of Judith Cop­ 
lan, now free, because evidence of 
es,'piona,ge fo'und. In ,her ,handbag._^ 
was seized without a search war­ 
rant.“It is not punishing the police 
officer to turn these criminals 
loose,” Weissich, said, '“it is pun­ 
ishing society.” He stated that an 
unscruplous policeman could, by 
breaking into a gambling place 
without a search warrant or in- 
stallin,g a liste:ning' device, 'make it 
impossible to convict the guilty 
persons.

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EDITORIAL O P IN IO N 
County Needs Standard On 
Expenditures By Delegates 


Presentation of two expense accounts to 
the board of supervisors at the same time this 
week focused attention on the county's cost 
problem for employees attending conferences 
and conventions. 
The two expense accounts involved were 
from the Assessor’s Office and Appraisal 
Commission and from the District Attorney’s 
office. Both had attended three-day con­ 
ferences, one in San Francisco, the other in 
Bcrkelev. 
The assessor-appraisal expenses for three 
of the 13 members attending, totaled $313.88. 
T he D.A.’s account for all seven of his staff 
attending totaled $108.35. 
T he assessor and the chief of the re­ 
appraisal project stayed four nights at the 
Fairmont Flotel, the deputy assessor three 
nights for the three-day conference. 
T he DA’s staff made the round trip from 
Marin the first night of,th eir conference; 
five of them stayed overnight at the Clare­ 
mont H otel on the second night. • 
T he complete hotel bill of the five attor­ 
neys was $25; item for hotel for the three 
men in the assessor’s party was $169. 
T here were differences, of course. Hotel 
rates are different. The DA ’s staff obviously 
doubled up in their hotel rooms. 1 he other 
three didn’t; they had their wives along but 
orjly charged half of the cost of the rooms 
to the county. 
But the assessor and his chief deputy did 
engage a three-room suite at the Fairmont. 
T he sitting room was needed, the assessor 
tojd the board of supervisors, so that the 
other members of the 13-man Marin delega­ 
tion “would have a place to powder their

noses.” 
One 
supervisor 
remarked 
this 
“seemed dclux.” 
The assessor pulled out the “summons” by 
which the State Board of Equalization called 
him and his 13 aides to the conference, 
quoting from it that the county “m ust’ pay 
¿he expenses of all the delegates summoned 
by the board. 
Cost of expenses for the other 10 members 
of the Marin assessor's delegation topped 
$100. So for a conference right next door to 
Marin, the Board of Equalization in effect 
ordered the county to spend nearly $500 of 
tax funds. It’s a good thing the conference 
wasn’t in San Diego. 
Actually we’re not condemning the asses­ 
sor or the other two members of his party 
for the expenditures. Although we may think 
they are excessive, actually there is no county 
standard, no official criteria by which they 
can judge their expenditures. 
Perhaps the county should set up some 
definite allowances as some counties and the 
state do, for attending conferences. But this 
is rigid and often works inequities. Better 
yet, it might establish 
a policy of, say, 
whether a delegate should have a separate 
room, share a room, or be able to afford a 
suite; determine what expenses are to be 
paid and what are not eligible. In short, set 
up the rights and wrong of expenditure of 
county funds. 
Perhaps the county’s legal staff was being 
too frugal, although we appreciate the tax 
saving; maybe the assessor was being too 
lavish. The supervisors should set up the 
policy. Then we won’t have any question 
about it.

Asked For Waldo

As one of the 
m any 
M arin 
County car pools we too are con­ 
cerned w ith the high and low 
level road beds on the new W al­ 
do grade. A blowout or even a 
m inor collision from 
the 
car 
above will cause th a t car to 
hurdle on to the lower level 
oncoming traffic. The position 
of the road bed places the on­ 
coming headlights a t driver’s eye 
level on num erous curves in the 
highway. Driving under these 
conditions 
can 
be 
dangerous 
even w ith 20/20 vision. 
We adm ire the Job of drain­ 
age, banking of road bed, tra f­ 
fic control (w'hile 
under 
con­ 
struction), lighting of the tu n ­ 
nels, and th e excellent job of 
grading. However, we would like 
to have th a t added m argin of 
safety by constructing a three or 
four foot reinforced concrete wall 
wherever one 
road 
bed 
arises 
above the other. Guide rails are 
not going to,give us any m argin 
of safety. This wall of concrete 
would also protect the 12 chil­ 
dren and six wives th a t drive 
this highway w ith us each day. 
The G rape Vine Highway into 
Los Angeles is an old highway 
and it has this safety feature 
th a t has no doubt saved a num ­ 
ber of lives. W hy can’t we, w ith 
a new highway, have this same 
feature? By the addition of an ­ 
other three feet to the existing 
curb, the car w ith the blowout 
will not become a tw o-ton can­ 
non landing on top of oncoming 
traffic.

Soviets Have Broken Monopoly Of 


West In Arms And Economic Aid 


IN 
APPRAISING 
THE 
new 
Soviet doings in the Middle East 
and South Asia, it may be useful 
to note th a t for th e second time 
since the end of the war the 
Soviet Union has broken w hat we 
had supposed was a monopoly. 
The first time was in 1949 when 
the Soviet Union broke the Amer- , 
lean monopoly of nuclear weap­ 
ons. T h at event has led through 
the com petition in arm am ent* to 
the uneasy stalem ate which dom­ 
inates the power politics of the 
globe. 
Now 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
has 
pushed its way into a p art of 
the world where, until a few 
m onths ago, the Atlantic Powers 
had been for all practical pur­ 
poses the only suppliers of arm s 
and of productive capital. W hat 
we are now witnessing is in effect 
a Soviet adaptation of our own 
M arshall Plan, Point Four, and 
m utual aid programs. 


IT WOULD BE pleasant to 
think th a t the Soviet campaign 
is merely bluff and th a t all we 
need to do is to sit it out. 
Russia, it is said, is not nearly 
so rich as we are. The Russians, 
it is said, will show their bad 
m anners, as K hrushchev does, 
and the proud and sensitive peo­ 
ples of Asia and Africa will soon 
dislike them. 
All this is m ost certainly wish­ 
ful thinking. It is derived in p art 
from a reluctance to appropriate 
new sums of money in an election 
year when it would be so pleasant 
to 
reduce 
taxes. 
The 
wishful 
thinking is derived, I venture to 
think in an equal p art from a 
reluctance to make a reappraisal 
of our diplomacy and of the in­ 
cessant declarations which char­ 
acterize it. 


IT WOULD BE a great m istake 
to assume th a t the Soviet Union 
is not rich enough to supply the 
kinds of capital which their pro­ 
gram s may require. 
In the Soviet system of a 
planned economy, forcibly direct­ 
ed from Moscow, capital funds 
can be diverted from domestic 
use whenever high policy de­ 
m ands it. There are no taxpayers, 
no Congress, no presidential elec­ 
tions to be considered. Moreover, 
the Soviet Union, having the kind 
of system it has, can take in pay­ 
m ent commodities, such as cotton 
and rice, which the underdevel­ 
oped countries are able to export. 
The democracies find it very 
hard to do this. 
The Soviet Union has some 
strong political cards. Our policy, 
unhappily, has 
gone to 
great 
lengths in tying economic aid to 
the raising of local m ilitary forces 
in the countries we help. The 
Soviet Union is in a position to 
say to these countries: Your al­ 
liances do not protect you, they 
provoke us; be neutral and we 
shall not attack you, and you 
have nothing to fear. 
There is no use pretending th a t 
this» line of talk is not having it* 
effect. 


BUT THE TRUMP card in the 
Soviet hand, so I venture to 
think, is the fact th a t they have 
broken the W estern monopoly as 
a supplier of arm s and of capital. 
The fact th a t there is now com­ 
petition 
where 
until 
recently 
there was a monopoly, the fact 
th a t Egypt, for example, has two 
rivals bidding for its favor is, 
of course, enormously appealing. 
It is so appealing to have Mos­ 
cow 
and 
W ashington 
bidding 
against each other that, where 
possible, the ultim ate aim of the 
weak countries is likely to be to 
prevent a return to the old condi­ 
tions of monopoly—either to the 


old W estern monopoly or to a 
new Soviet monopoly. I t is only 
a guess, of course, but I would 
guess th a t w hat we are going to 
see is a m ore advanced form of 
neutralism , of “nonalignm ent,” of 
—to use the old American nam e 
for it—a policy of no entangling 
alliances. 


IF THIS IS a correct guess, 
then the prim e question for us 
is w hether we are going to resist 
or w hether we are going to culti­ 
vate and come to term s w ith this 
tendency towards neutralism . 
The Soviet Union will have the 
better of us if the highest aim of 
our policy continues to b$ the 
prevention 
of 
neutralism . 
For 
w hat the Soviet Union is able to 
offer is not only com petition with 
us in the supply of capital—but 
also no call on their p art for an 
alignm ent 
w ith 
their 
m ilitary 
system. Even if we offer more 
capital th an they do, they- will 
appear to be offering their capi­ 
tal a t a lower political price. Nor 
m ust we suppose th a t these weak 
countries will not be interested 
because they fear communism. 
They will think th a t by keeping 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States bidding against one a n ­ 
other, they will have created a 
local balance of power which pro­ 
tects them . 


THE IMMEDIATE question in 
W ashington seems to be w hether 
to cut down or to increase the 
appropriations for foreign aid. 


It would, so it seems to me, be 
a m onum ental folly to reduce 
the appropriations. I t is m ost de­ 
sirable th a t they should be in­ 
creased. 
B ut unless there is also a re­ 
appraisal of our political and 
m ilitary policies in Southern Asia, 
as these policies relate to arm a­ 
m ents and alliances, and to the 
neutralism of these countries, the 
extra money we appropriate will 
not m ake m uch difference.

School parents w ant to know 
the basic facts of school problems 
in a simple and straight-forw ard 
m anner, Dr. Eugene W hitworth, 
of the public relations depart­ 
m ent, Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company, 
told a 
division 
of 
M arin Conference on Education. 
Dr. W hitw orth, who also is a 
well known edudator, addressed 
the division dealing with “How 
can we m aintain a continuing 
public 
interest in 
education?” 
He was introduced by Supervisor 
W illiam Gnoss of Novato, who 
acted as chairim an of the div­ 
ision. 
♦ 
V 
THE SPEAKER, who also is a 
well known educator, declared he 
felt the No. 1 problem is th a t 
“we are failing to give the school 
children a sense of w hat they 
can do for the community.” 
He 
believes th a t the teacher and the 
home are not sufficiently geared 
together to carry their joint re­ 
sponsibility. 


In effect, he said, the teacher 
feels th a t parents do not fully 
recognize her im portance in con­ 
tributing to the development of 
the youngsters, and the parents 
often feel the teacher should take 
over more of the job of raising 
them . 
Hence there is friction 
where there should be coopera­ 
tion. 


WHAT IS NEEDED, Dr. W hit­ 
w orth declared, is recognition of 
the fact th a t education starts 
and belongs in the home, but th a t 
the teacher is specifically trained 
to contribute, and should be giv­ 
en a full opportunity to do so. 
Basic facts of the school situ­ 
ation, couched in simple straight 
forw ard term s, are w hat the pub­ 
lic w ants to know, he went on. 
They w ant to know highlights of 
the school budget, the building 
program , curriculum , recreation 
program , and the philosophy of 
education, including the approach 
to report cards and the prepara­ 
tion for and acceptance of high 
school youngsters by colleges. 


THE REPORT cards, for ex­ 
ample, can be a great tool in 
strengthening the parent-teacher 
relationship or it can fail m is­ 


erably, Dr. W hitw orth reported. 
P arent-teacher conferences in re­ 
lation to the report cards can b« 
an im portant adjunct in estab­ 
lishing a joint effort. 
O ther m eans of achieving pub­ 
lic interest in schools are varied, 
and each creates its Individual 
problem, the speaker said. Use of 
mass media, the newspapers, ra ­ 
dio and television, presents prob­ 
lems in getting unbiased reports, 
either from the school board’s or 
an individual’s point of view. In ­ 
cluded here is the problem of 
censorship, both by retention of 
inform ation by the board or be­ 
cause of space lim itations in th« 
media. 


OTHER METHODS are Pub be 
Schools 
Week, 
back-to-school 
program s ol visiting the schools, 
athletics an a possibly even intel­ 
lectual contests betweent schools, 
educational television. 
Citizen groups often oan be of 
im portance in continuing public 
interest, but sometimes they bet­ 
ter serve their purpose if they 
are organized Just for one pur­ 
pose and then disband, rath er 
than continuing in operation. 
Perhaps such a citizens group 
could handle the public relations 
for the school, supplem enting 
contacts w ith the parents and the 
general public as done by the pu­ 
pils themselves, the school staffs 
and possibly paid publio rela­ 
tions people. 


HANDLING OF controversial 
issues can m ake either firienda 
or 
enemies 
for 
the 
schools. 
Should controversial m atters b« 
considered in our schoolrooms? 
If so how? The answers to thes« 
questions in each individual case 
will go far in creating or destroy­ 
ing public interest in our schools. 
Dr. W hitm ore summarized his 
views as the belief th a t education 
begins and belongs in the home; 
th a t we m ust go back to the con­ 
cept th a t there is no better a th ­ 
letic or educational director th an 
the 
m other 
who 
teaches 
her 
youngster 
to 
be 
independent. 
Hence it is w hat the home wanta 
th a t should be taught to our chil­ 
dren. Parents should say, it la 
our prerogative, our problem, our 
prerequisite, hence we are going 
to speak our minds.

SACRAMENTO

tim e ago, W ashington, D.C., be­ 
came famous for deep freezers 
and m ink coats, but it appears 
now th a t some of the civil ser­ 
vice boys in Sacram ento are set­ 
tling for rôtisseries 
and 
mere 
leather jackets, according to dis­ 
closures m ade by the State De­ 
partm ent of Public Works, which 
is headed by Gov. Goodwin J. 
K night's 
ex-civil 
service 
ap­ 
pointee, F rank B. Durkee. 
A. H. Henderson, deputy direc­ 
tor of the departm ent, whom the 
governor relieved of his duties 
as director of the D epartm ent of 
M otor Vehicles im mediately after 
♦he took office, said an extensive 
investigation “has 
resulted 
in 
disciplinary action.” 


TWO 
RESIDENT 
engineers 
were fired, an assistant engineer 
suspended for ten working days; 
three junior civil engineers sus­ 
pended for five working days; 
another assistant highway en­ 
gineer suspended for five days; 
and three more engineers given 
w ritten reprim ands m arked up 
the results of the investigation. 
I t 
is 
D urkee’s 
departm ent 
which refuses certain inform a­ 
tion to the press and public, and 
while there is no direct connec­ 
tion between this and the petty 
pilfering disclosed, the incident 
clearly reveals how a departm ent 
th a t does not take the people 
who are paying the bills into its

THE INCIDENT further dis­ 
closes how state civil service is 
geared for the civil service em ­ 
ployee, ra th e r th an the employ­ 
er. In private industry, if a de­ 
partm ent order against accept­ 
ing gifts, such as was issued by 
the departm ent of public works, 
were violated, the penalty would 
be im mediate dismissal. In the 
case of the three above em ploy­ 
ees, merely a w ritten reprim and 
was handed to them . Thu* th e 
public, which in reality is tha 
employer, has no assurance th a t 
the orders of its executives are 
going to be carried out at all. 


Further, the investigation m ade 
by the departm ent to unearth 
the petty pay-offs probably has 
cost the taxpayers ten times the 
am ount involved. However, the 
cost of th e investigation prob­ 
ably is a sound investm ent, as it 
m ay head off additional favori­ 
tism gifts, which have been a 
source of trouble in government 
alm ost since governm ent began. 


And now, civil service h ear­ 
ings, which are lengthy and de­ 
tailed, will probably cost as m uch 
as the investigation, In the event 
of the state highway engineer* 
desire to fight the oasee. 
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EDITORIAL OPINION 
County Needs Standard On 
Expenditures By Delegates 


Presentation of two expense accounts to 
the board of supervisors at the same time this 
week focused attention on the county’s cost 
problem for employees atte;iding conferences 
and conventions. 
The two expense accounts involved were 
from the Assessor’s Office and Appraisal 
Commission and from the District Attorney’s 
office. Both had attended three-day coft- 
ferences, one in San Francisco, the other in 
Berkeley. 
•The assessor-appraisal exfjciises for three 
oC the IS members attending, totaled $313.88. 
The D.A.’s account for all seven of his staff 
attending totaled $108.35. 
The assessor and the chief of the re­ 
appraisal project stayed four nights at the 
Faimiont Hotel, the dcpii.ty ■ assessor three 
nights for |he tliree-da,y conference. 
The D A \ staff ma.de the round trip from 
Marin the first night of, their conference; 
five of them stayed overnight at the Clare­ 
mont Hotel on the second night. • 
The complete hotel bill of the five attor­ 
neys was $25; item for hotel for the three 
men in the a:ssessor’s party was $169. 
There were differences, of course. Hotel 
rates arc different. The DA’s staff obviously 
doubled up in their hotel rooms. The other 
three didn’t; they had their wives along but 
only charged half of the cost of the rooms 
to. the county. 
But the assessor and his chief deputy did 
engage a three-room suite at the Fairmont. 
The sitting room was needed, the assessor 
tojd the board of supervisors, so that the 
other members of the 15-man Marin delega­ 
tion "would have a place to powder their

noses." 
One 
supervisor 
remarked 
this 
"seemed dclux.” 
The assessor pulled out the "summons" by 
which the State Board of Equalization called 
him and his 13 aides to the conference, 
quoting from it that the county "must" pay 
jthe expenses of all the delegates summoned 
by the board. 
Cost of expenses for the other 10 members 
of the Marin assessor’s delegation topped 
$100. So for a conference right next door to 
Marin, the Board of Equalization in effect 
ordered the county to spend nearly $500 of 
tax funds. It’s a good thing the conference 
wasn’t in San Diego. 
Actually we’re not condemning the asses­ 
sor or the other two members of his party 
for the expenditures. Although we may think 
they are excessive, actually there is no county 
standard, no official criteria by which they 
can judge their expenditures. 
Perhaps the county should set up some 
definite allowances as some counties and the 
state do, for attending conferences. But this 
is rigid and often works inequities. Better 
yet, it might establish a policy of, say, 
whether a del^ate should have a separate 
room, shaiie a room, or be able to afford a 
suite; determine what expenses arc to be 
paid and what are not eligible. In short, set 
up the rights and wTong of expenditure of 
county fund.*. 
Perhaps the’county’s legal staff was being 
too .frugal, although w^c appreciate the tax 
saving; maybe the a.ssessor was being too 
lavish. The supervisors should set up the 
'polio'.. Then we won’t hive any question 
about it.

Asked For Waldo

County car pools we too are con­ 
cerned with the high and low 
level road beds on the new Wal­ 
do grade. A blowout or even a 
m.i.nor collision from 
the 
c.ar 
above will cause that car to 
hurdle on to the lower level 
oncoming traffic. The position 
of the road bed places t.he .on­ 
coming headlights at driver’s eye 
level on numerous curves in the 
highway. Driving under these 
conditions 
can 
be 
dangerous 
even with 20/M vision. 
We admire the job of drain­ 
age, banking of road bed, traf­ 
fic control (w’hile 
under 
con­ 
struction), lighting of the tun­ 
nels, and the excellent Job of 
grading. However, we would like 
to have that added margin of 
safety by constructing a three or 
four foot reinforced concrete wall 
wherever one road bed arises 
above the other. Guide rails are 
not going to,give us any margin 
of safety. This wall of concrete 
would also protect the 13 chll- 
dren au'd six wiV'es t.hat drive 
this highway with us each day. 
The Grape Vine Highway Into 
Los Angeles is an old highway 
and it has* this safety feature 
that has .no 'doubt .sa.ved a num.- 
ber of lives. Why can t we, with 
a new highway, have this same 
feature?

WALTER LIPPMANN 
Soviets Have Broken Monopoly Of 
West In Arms And Economic Aid 


IN APPRAISING THE new 
Soviet doings In the Middle East 
and South Asia, it may be useful 
to note that for the second time 
since the end of the war the 
Soviet Union haa broken what we 
had supposed was a monopoly. 
’The first time was in 1949 when 
the Soviet Union broke the Amer­ 
ican. m.onopoly of nuclear weap­ 
ons. ’That event has led through 
the competition in armamenta to 
the uneasy stalemate which dom- 
inajtes the power politics of the 
globe. 
Now the Soviet Union has 
pushed its way into a part of 
the world where, untE a few 
months ago, the Atlantic Powers 
had been for all practical pur­ 
pose# the only suppliers of arms 
and of productive cap'ital. What 
.we are now witneasing is. in. effec't 
a Soviet adaptation of our own 
Marshall Plan, Point Pour, and 
mutual aid programs. 


IT WOULD BE pleasant to 
think that the Soviet campaign 
is merely bluff and 'that all wi' 
.need to do It to sit it out. 
Russia, it is said, is not nearly 
so rich as we are. The Russian#, 
It la said, will show their bad 
.manners, as Khrushchev does, 
and the proud and sensitive peo­ 
ples of Asia and Africa will soon 
dislike them. 
AE this is most certainly 'wlsh- 
.ful thinking. It is derived In part 
from a reluctance to appropriate 
new sums of money in an election 
year when it would be so pleasant 
to' redU'Ca ta'xes. The wlsh.ful 
thinking is derived, I vanturt to 
think in an equal part from a 
reluctance to make a reappraisal 
of our diP'lO'macy and of the In.- 
cessant declarations which char­ 
acterize it. 


IT WOULD BE a great mista.k.e 
to assume that the Soviet Union 
Is not rich enough to supply the 
kinds of capital which their pro­ 
grams may require. 
In the Soviet system of a 
planned economy, forcibly direct­ 
ed from Moscow, capital funds 
can be diverted from domestic 
use whene''ver high po'llcy de­ 
mands it. There are no taxpayers, 
no Congress, no presidential elec­ 
tions to be considered. Moreover, 
the Soviet Union, having 'the kind 
of system It has, can take In pay­ 
ment commodities, such as cotton 
and rice, which the underdevel­ 
oped countries are able to export. 
The dem'Ocracl'es find It 'vc'ry 
hard to do this. 
The Soviet Union has some 
strong political cards. Our policy. 
unhappUy. has gone to great 
lengths in. tying econom.l.'C aid. to 
the raising of local military forces 
In the countries we help. The 
Soviet Union is in a position to 
say to these co'untriesY our al­ 
liances do not protect you, they 
provoke us; be neutral and we 
shall not attack you, and you 
have nothing to fear. 
There is no use pretending that 
this^line of talk is not havinf its 
effect. 


BUT THE TRUMP card in. the 
Soviet hand, so I venture to 
think, is the fact that they have 
broken the Western monopoly as 
a supplier of arm.s and of capital. 
’The fact that there is now com­ 
petition 
where 
until 
recently 
there was a monopoly, the fact 
'that Egypt, for example, has 'two 
ri.val.s bidding for itS' favor is.., 
of course, enormously appealing. 
It is so appealing to have Mos­ 
cow 
and 
Washington 
bidding 
against each other 'tlia:i, where 
possible, the ultimate aim of the 
weak countries is likely to be to 
prevent a return to the old condl- 
tloiQi ol moDopol7~-^ther to the 


old Western monopoly or to a 
new Soviet monopoly. It is only 
a guess, of course', but I wo'Uld 
guess that what we are going to' 
see is a more advanced form of 
neutralism, of “nonalignment,’’ of 
—to use the old American name 
for it—a po'iiey of no enia.ngling 
aElancea. 
• 
IF 'THIS IS a 'CO'TT'ect' guess, 
then the prlm,e question .for us 
is whether we are going to resist 
or whether we are going to culti­ 
vate and eome to terms with this 
te''ndency to''wards neutrml.lsm. 
The So'vl.et UnlO'n wEl have the 
better of us If the highest aim of 
our policy TOntlnues to bf the 
prevention of neutralism. For 
what the iSoTlet Union Is able to 
offer is not only competition with 
us in the supply of capital—but 
also no oaE on ttielr part for an 
alignm'efit with their .mEitary 
system. Even If we offer more 
capital than they do, they- will 
appear to be offering their capi­ 
tal at a lower political price. Nor 
must W'6 sup'.po6C' that th.ese' weak 
countries wUl not be interested 
because they fear communism. 
They wEl think that by keeping 
the SO''viet Union and 'the United 
B'tates bldd.in.f aga.lnBt' one an­ 
other, they will have created a 
local balance of power which pro­ 
tects them. 


THE IMMEDIATE question in 
Washington seems to be whether 
to cut down or to Increase the 
appropriations for foreign aid. 


It would, so It seems to me, be 
a monumental folly to reduce 
the appropriatloni. It is most de­ 
sirable that they should be In­ 
creased. 
But unless there is also a re­ 
appraisal of our political and 
military policies in Southern Asia, 
as these policies relate to arma­ 
ments and alliances, and to the 
n'e'Utrallsm. of th'Cse '00''untrles, the 
extra money we appropriate will 
not make much difference.

CDUCATION CONFERCNCC-llt 
Parents Want Basic 


Facts Of Schools But 
Can They Get Them?

School paren'ts want to know 
the basic facts of school problems 
in a simple and straight-forward 
manner, Dr. Eugene Whitworth, 
of 'the public relations depart­ 
ment, Pacific Gas and .Electric 
Company, 
told a 
division 
of 
Marin Conference on Education. 
Dr. Whitworth, who also is a 
'well kn0''wn edU'áa'tor, addX'Cssed 
the division dealing with “How 
can we maintain a continuing 
public interest in education?" 
He was. introd'uced by Su'pcrviMr 
William 'Gnoss of Novato, w.ho 
acted as chairiman of the div­ 
ision. 
t 
THE SPEAKER, who also is a 
well known educator, declared he 
felt the No. 1 problem is that 
“we are failing to give the schTOl 
children a sense of what they 
can do for the community.” He 
believes that the teacher and the 
home are not sufficiently geared 
'to'gether to' 'Carry their jo.in.t re- 
sponsibility. 


In effect,, h*' said, the teacher 
feels that parents do not fully 
recognize her Importance in con­ 
tributing to 'the de'velop''ment of 
the youngsters, and the parents 
often feel the teacher should take 
over more of tlie Job of raising 
them. 
Hence there is friction 
'Where there should bC' coopera­ 
tion. 


WHAT IS NEEDED, Dr. Whit­ 
worth declared, is recognition of 
the fact that education starts 
and belongs in the home, but that 
the teacher Is specifically trained 
to 'OO'ntribute, and should be' giv­ 
en a full opportunity to do so. 
Basic facts of the school situ­ 
ation, couched in simple straight 
forward terms, are what the pub­ 
lic 'Wants, to know, he we^nt on. 
They want to know highlights of 
the school budget, the buUding 
program, curriculum, recreation 
program, and the phikteophy of 
'ed.uoation,, inel.'U,d.ñi'g the app'roach 
to report cards and the prepara­ 
tion for and acceptance of high 
school youngsten by colleges. 


THE REPORT cards, for ex­ 
ample. can be a great tool in 
strengthening the parent-teacher 
relationship 'Or It can. fail m..is,- 


erably, Dr. Whitworth reported. 
Parent-teacher conferencea in re- 
latiO''n 'to the repo.rt' eardS' can bt 
an important adjunct In estab­ 
lishing a Joint effort. 
Other means of achkviog pub­ 
lic interest in school# are varied, 
and each crea^tes .Ite 'ln'divi.'diMl 
problem.., the speaker' said,. Use of 
mass media, the newspapers, ra­ 
dio and television, preaents prob- 
le''ms In gett'ing unbiase'd reporta, 
either torn, the school board’s 'Or 
an individual’s point of view. In­ 
cluded here is the problem of 
censorship, both by retention of 
Information by the board or' be­ 
cause of space limitations in. thm 
media. 


OTHER METHODS are Publit 
Schools 
Week, 
back-to-school 
programs on visiting the schools, 
a'thletics .and possibly eve''n intel­ 
lectual 'CO'.nteate b€'twe*nt .school#,, 
educational television. 
Citizen groupe often oan be of 
importanoe in continuing public 
interest, but sometimea they bet- 
'te'F servi' their' purpose If th.«f 
are organized just for one piw- 
pose and then disband, rather 
than continuing in operation. 
Perhaps such a citizens gro'Up 
could handle the public relationa 
for the school, supplementing 
contacts with the parents and the 
general public as done by the pu­ 
pils them,sel¥'ea, the. school ,sta.ffa 
and possibly paM pubUo rela­ 
tions pe<q[}le. 


HANDLING OF controversial 
issues can make either firiendis 
or 
enemies 
for 
the 
schools. 
Should controversial matte'rs be 
'CO'.nsidered in. om* sohoo.lroO'ms? 
If so how? The answers to these 
questions in each individual ease 
wEl go far in creating or destroy- 
.ing 'pubUc interest in our schoola. 
Dr. Whitmore summarized hia 
views as the belief that education 
begins and belongs in the home; 
'that 'W't must go 'back, to th.e con­ 
cept that ther'e .Is no bettor' ath.« 
letic or educational director than 
the mother who teaches her

' Hence it is what the home wauls 
that should be taught to our chil­ 
dren.

Complications Surround 


Illegal Car Sales Charge 


San Rafael attorney Bryan R. 
McCarthy yesterday unraveled an 
"almost unbelievable” and compli­ 
cated case about his client, arrest­ 
ed for operating the used car busi­ 
ness of his auto repair shop with­ 
out a separate San Anselmo busi­ 
ness license and use permit. 
McCarthy said Oliver E. Puller, 
who wasn’t aware of any criminal 
charges, was arrested after he had 
relied on Police Chief Donald T. 
Wood’s statem ent th at no further 
action would be taken until the 
councilmen clarified the ordinances 
at their Dec. 13 meeting. 
But Wood, countering McCar­ 
thy’s charges, said three issues— 
two of them criminal charges— 
were involved: (1) failure to ob­ 
tain an additional business license 
for used car sales, (2) operating 
the used car business without a 
use permit, which (3) then de­ 
clares the non-conforming busi­ 
ness is a public nuisance and must 
be abated. 
Puller came into Wood’s office 
shortly after receiving the police 
chief’s Nov. 1 letter, advising him 
of the. m atters, said Wood. “He 
threw the letted on the counter 
and said, ‘To hell with it’ and told 
me to do what I wanted,” said 
Wood.

SOUNDING BOARD 
KTIM Panel Debatés 


Seaplane Base Funds 


If Marin County does not apply 
for federal aid for county airport 
development during the current 
year, the money will be allocated 
elsewhere and Marin 'wiU simply 
lose out. 
This was the opinion of San Ra­ 
fael attorney Thomas Schaal yes­ 
terday after a panel discussion on 
Kltyy Oppenhcimcr’s K'TIM Ma­ 
rin Sounding Bocuxl program. 
She asked her four panel speak­ 
ers “Is a seaplane base for Marin 
entitled* to half of accumulated 
aviation gas tax funds?” 
Ebcpressing the affirmative were 
Robert ,Law, operator' of Commo­ 
dore Air Service at Sausalito, who 
has applied for the funds, and 
Schaal, his attorney. 


OPPOSING PANELISTS 
Opposed were Glen Wentz, for­ 
mer 0''pera:tor‘ of 'the Coim',ty Air'- 
port at Santa Venetia, and John 
K. Taylor, owner of San Rafael 
General Hospital, a megiber of the 
Sheriffs Air Patrol and a member 
of Marin Development Founda­ 
tion’s committee on aviation. 
The tape recorded program is 
sponsored by Northwestern Sav­ 
ings and ,Loa,n Assn. of San Rafael, 
and Mill Valley. It will be rebroad­ 
cast at 12:30 p. m. Sunday. 
Some 80 to 65 million dollars has 
been budgeted by the federal gov­ 
ernment this year for federal aid 
to development of municipal or 
public airports. A like amount is 
to be set up for the next three 
years. It is allocated on a match­ 
ing fund basis. 
Schaal said unless Marin applied 
for amounts as they are made 
available, It w il never be^ able to 
get the money. 


BOARD FAVORABLE 
Furthermore, 
he said, 
Marin 
Board of Supervisors voted three 
times unanimously in favor of 
Law’s 
application 
and 
another 
time by a 4-1 vote in favor. 
During the past few years, some 
$20,000 has accumulated in the 
county treasury in the aviation 
gas tax fund. 
Schaal claimed that if the De­ 
velopment Foundation’s aviation 
committee takes three years to 
come to a decision, or resolves the 
question of where to locate a 
county airport, or requires that 
much time to sell the Idea to the 
county, the $10,000 that goes for 
improvements at Commodore Air 
Sei;vlce will be replenished by the 
approximately $3,300 a year which 


goes into the aviation gas tax 
fund. 
Taylor said the aviation commit­ 
tee had an offer from an East 
'Bay firm to conduct a survey to 
determine the most feasible loca­ 
tion for a county airport at a cost 
of $2,500, and that the board of 
supervisors has agreed to put up 
$1,200 of that cost. 


SAY IT’S PREMATURE 
In view of this, Wentz claimed 
that appropriating the 110,000 for 
improvements at the seaplane base 
was premature, that the money 
should be spent after the survey 
is made. 
To this, Law replied that he 
first made the application on Nov. 
16, 1954, before the Development 
Foundation had formed its avia­ 
tion committee. 
Besides, he continued, use of the 
money would make the seaplane 
base a public facility, available to 
anyone who wants to use it. It 
would also make possible construc­ 
tion of a public boat launching 
ramp nearby, and be compatible 
with general recreational use of 
Richardson Bay. 


Wentz claimed that with two 
other land airports operating in 
,M'ari'n, one at Son ,Rafael, and one 
at Novato, each accommodating a 
number of planes, the seaplane 
base should really be entitled to 
only a small amount of the gas 
tax fimd, rather than half of it. 


NINE-YEAR OPERATION 
On the other side of the picture, 
Law pointed out that his seaplane 
base' is the only aviation, 'Op€ra'tio,n 
in Marin that has gone uninter­ 
rupted for nine years, that he op­ 
erates the o,nly sc,hed,'Ul,ed air ser­ 
vice from Marin (to and from 
Lake County), he has some 132 
nying students, some 58 Junl,or 
and senior Civil Air Patrol mem­ 
bers using the facility, and oper­ 
ates the O'nly aviation ground 
school In Marin. 


His operation has grown in nine 
'years from two or' tto'ee sca'planes. 
to 20 seaplanes and amphibians. 


In addition, he cited an article 
in the November, 1955, issue of 
Flying Magazine as pointing out 
that Commodore Air Service is a 
“good example of solving the mod­ 
em problem of small airport de­ 
velopment at low cost because the 
already present water provides the 
‘landing field.’”

The attraction of the 
evening will be an hour-long closed 
circuit television show piped direct 
to the 60 banquet halls, and feat­ 
uring top names from the enter­ 
tainment world, as well as brief 
addresses by top administration 
and Republican party officials. 
The Northem Californians will 
also hear an address by Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight.

lobbies and other places where the 
public is invited or required to 
pass. 
Permission must be obtained be­ 
fore installations of trees or dec­ 
orations in these places, Cheda 
warned. “Make your request early 
so that last minute arrangements 
will be unnecessary,” he cautioned. 
The fire prevention inspector is 
authorized to issue written per­ 
mission to place Christmas trees 
and decorations subject to follow­ 
ing conditions:

Negro Firemen

LOS ANGELES (/P)....Fire Chief 
John H. Alderson informed the 
city fire commission yesterday that 
he has transferred Negro fireman 
back to all-Negro stations because 
of “threatened riots by outside 
forces.”

TRANSFER COMPLETED 
At the meeting Chief Alderson 
disclosed that the city’s fire sta­ 
tions have now reverted to being 
all-white or all-Negro. He said the 
transfer of Negroes back to Negro 
stations was completed this week. 
The chief told the board he was 
not going to “see violence around 
the fire stations or have the police 
sitting there guarding firemen.” 
Alderson said he hoped that “Ihe 
fire commission would no longer 
follow the policies of the National 
Assn. for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People.” 
Members of the commission said 
they have never been asked to fol­ 
low policies of this organization 
and did not know what they were.

Official Praises Merger 


Of City, County Services 


SACRAMENTO (JP) — The func­ 
tional merger of city and county 
services is the best answer to the 
complexities of metropolitan gov­ 
ernment, an Assembly subcom­ 
mittee was advised yesterday. 
“Functional consolidation does 
not cost anyone his independence 
and it can be stopped at any time, 
in whole or in part,” said William 
R. MacDougal, general manager 
of the County Supervisors Assn. 
He said such mergers don’t have 
the dramatic appeal of city-coun- 
ty mergers or the adoption of the

form 
of 
government. 


However, he told the Assembly 
municipal and county government 
subcommittee on city and county 
functional consolidation, the end 
result is not much different. 


MacDougall termed consolida­ 
tion of services as the most flexi­ 
ble tool available to local govern­ 
ment. 
The outstanding examples of 
functional consolidation, he said, 
are in Los Angeles County, fol­ 
lowed by San Mateo and San Ber­ 
nardino. He also praised Stani­ 
slaus County.

Through Rice’s plan of profit-

Often the audience-preoccupied 
conductor, said Murray, ha» been 
seen to turn hi* head around to 
see if the audience is watching 
his “heroic” movements. 
But the Job of conducting a 
symphonic score has become so 
complicated, 
Fried 
noted, 
that 
most 
contemporary 
conductors 
must give the orchestra and the 
music their undivided attention. 
It is 
a 
great 
and 
difficult 
achievement, Fried said, to com­ 
bine the virtues of precise beat 
with attention to expressions. 
The 
conductor 
who 
achieves 
perfection of timing and meter 
often does so “with pedantic re­ 
sults.” Likewise, the man of the 
“spiritual conducting” school often 
begets “a 
sloppy 
performance,” 
Fried said. 
MUSICAL ILLUSTRATION 
Some of the little mysteries of 
conducting were explained by the 
two 
music 
authorities, 
Murray 
leading the orchestra with ex­ 
cerpts from Tschaikowsky’s Sere­ 
nade and Stravinsky’s Concerto for 
Strings 
to 
demonstrate 
major 
points. 
Why don’t conductors follow the 
beat with straight up, down and 
across precision movements? That 
would result in a Jerky effect, the 
critic explained as Murray dem­ 
onstrated the use of the baton. 
He waved the stick through waltz, 
march and staccato movements, 
always with a circular motion “to 
create a feeling of flow, rattier 
than jerk.” 
HOW’S IT DONE? 
If the score require’s the mu­ 
sician’s close attention and he is 
still required to watch the con­ 
ductor at all times, how does he 
do it? One of the violinists an­ 
swered this question. “I watch him 
out of the corner of my eye,” he 
said. In one’s field of vision, he 
continued, it is possible to see 
motion without actually looking 
at it. 
And what happens to the poor 
tuba or double bass player who 
often keeps his instrument silent 
for many measures at a time? 
How does he keep alert to chime 
in when it is turn to oompah or 
give out with 
an 
accentuating 
grump? 
An experienced player almost 
senses the right moment, it was 
explained. Murray demonstrated 
an instance when the double bass 
was required to play a single note 
after a long silence during the 
Stravinsky 
composition. 
C l o s e 
watchers could detect 
a slight 
hand signal, what Fried called a 
“warning” that his moment had 
come. 
Some orchestra players get so 
god at “sensing” their big moment, 
Fried said, that they might be 
able to pull off the stunt of a 
fabled musician at London’s Co­ 
vent Garden Opera House. As the 
story goes, a double bass player 
had a 274- measure silence noted 
in his score. During this time he 
got wit of the orchestra pit, went 
across the street to a beer gar 
den, drank one, and returned just 
in time to resume his role.
